Since she began Lo serve as 
director of the OCS, Ericka has 
been concemed ai lbe serious 
lack of communication bet ween 
the Black and poor community 
and the Board of Edueation — the 
chief body administering the 
public schools of this county. 
Untii Kricka was elected to the 
Board last July 1 T it had nover 
hadany Black representation. As 
OCCUft Executive Director Paul 
Cobt> saicL most Black peoplt 
did nol know ïht? Board exisied 
aff o! paper. ” 

Thus, one of Ericka 's Jirsf 
major actions folio win g her elec- 
tioo was to ask the Board lo take a 
concrete step in erastng the void 
that exists bet ween it and the 
oppressed people of Alameda 
County — by leaving the sheh 
tered confines of iLs Hayward 
headquarters and rotating its 
met-Lirtgs in the trustee areas that 
Board memberg are elected to 
serve.

For Sixto Torres and thousands 
of otber farm workers, life has 
been u succession of süch homes. 
The buildings sit in silent en¬ 
claves surrounded by huge Rat 
squares of broccoli, ctmliflowcr . 
lettucè or poLatoes. 

Tractors raise dust-drngging 
gang ptow'H over the field s. 
planting, sprnying and cultivat- 
sng. Long aluminum pipes simke 
across the fields shootüig water 
inio the air and trucks filled with 
atrawberries or sugar beels race 
along the straight narruw rotufa, 

Uittil about two years ago. 
Sixto Torres was on the move 
from oné job to the next up and 
dowTi CaUfomia „ white his family 
stayed in a shack rented by a 
grower in one of the smal] vaJIey 
tow ns totally devoted lo agribusi* 
ness . 

BETTER WACES 

Now, as un ion izat ion brings 
beUer wages and more steady 
employment. Torres and ether 
farm workers have been able to 
diink about ealablishing more 
Permanent roots, 

' l We need a place to live,' 
Torres says. ' We want to be abte 
to settle down and be part of the 
cornmunity — and we've foundi 
the place/' 

The place is cailed San Jernrdo 
— the first farm worker coopera- 
tive housing project in Calif om in 
For the past two years, however, 
Torres and a group of about 6(1 
farm worker families have had to 
wiige uphill battle to begin 
work on their new homes. 

Torres and a group of 30 
MoxScan-Americim families were 
evicted nenrly three years 
ago from ü trailer camp when tlu 


agnhusiness they helpad unïon- 
ize sold out, They camped on the 
sidewalks of Salinas for nearly 
three weeks, 

The counly, unable to find 
space for them in the oyercrowd- 
ed migrant camps in Salinos. 
King City , WatsonvLLle or GiLroy, 
finally allowed them to move into 
old Camp McCullum: 33 acres of 
dilapidated barracks, stuhbly 
fields and pot-hokd streets loc at- 
ed five miles southeast of Salinas, 

Camp McCullum — rechris- 
tened San Jernrdo by tFie farm 
workers — had been built in 1942 
to house workers for a quickly 
abandoned govemment farmtng 
project Later ii served as an 
intemment camp for Italian nnd 
Oerman prisoners of war. 

FinaJJy purchosed by private 
growers Lo be used as a labor 
camp, McCullum housed up to 
2,000 single Mexican men during 


the Bracero program from 1951* 
67. 

But Torres and the other farm 
workers had a different idea. Ry 
September, 1974. 30 families had 
paid S4Q0 each to join San Jerardo 
Ine. — and their $20,000 became 
a down payment for the de&erted 
camp, 

Hidden from view by 700 
to wering eucalyptus trees, the 31 
buildings leach 120 ft, by L24 ft f 
in the camp are planned as the 
base of a vibrant eommimity of up 
to 60 families, 

The concrete*slabbed, red- 
wood-smdded buildings will be 
rcfütbished into dupleses by the 
families afler work and on 
weekends The key ingrediënt 
needed — opprovn] on a SI.

Th is weck, we begin the 
ehapter "Trial' ' [ram Kevolutïon- 
ary Suicklê, w ritten by Black 
Panther Party faunder and leader 
Huey P Newton. Huey begitts kis 
dUcuÉsion of the first of hi$ fhree 
trials re voluing around the Oct ei¬ 
ber 28, 1967, incident in uhich he 
was charged for the marde r of 
one White Oaktund poticeman 
and assault on anothor one 

PART 71 

The moming my trial began. on 
Jiilv 15, 1968, in the Al&meda 
County Courthouse, 5.000 dem- 
onstrators and about 450 Black 
Panthers gathered outside to 
show their support. Busloads of 
demonstrators cnmc from out of 
town and joined the throng that 
crowded the streets and side- 
w r alks outside the caurihouse* 
Across the Street from the 
building a förmation of Black 
Panthers stood, lined up two 
deep, and stretching for a solid 



ünd supporters dcmanstratc in 
duiy, !9&y "Pree Huey * rally. 
h,t the entrance tö the building 
Ji unit of sisters from the Party 
fhanted ‘Freo Huey" and ‘ Set 
^ür Worrior Free." In front of 
them, on both sides of the 
courthouse door two Party mem¬ 
berg held aloft the blue Black 
Panther baiiner with ERFE 
HUEY embliWEOned on it. Black 
Panther security putrols with 
Walkie-talkie radio sets rïnged the 
court house. 

The building was under heavy 
Euard, At overy entrance and 
palrollmg every Hoor, armed 
deputies from the sheriff s office 
prowled up and down, and 
plainclothes men wcre asaigned 
FKJ.sitiens throughout the build¬ 


ing, On thal first day nearly fïfty 
helmeled Dakland polke stood 
inside the main entrance, and on 
the rooftop more tops with 
high-po we red rilles stared down 
into the Street. 

The trial was ctmdueied in the 
seventh-floor courtroom, a small 
depressing room kept ice cold 
throughoutthe trial. Security was 
sg tight thal the courtroom was 
carefully inspected before every 
aession- everyone, even my par- 
ents. was searched before enter¬ 
ing, The spectators' aection had 
only about sucty seats: two rows 
w e re reserved for my fnniily; the 
press had twenty-five or so seats ; 
and the rest was for the general 
public Every moming around 
dawn penple began lining up 
outside for the few remaining 
pl aces, 

Presiding was Superior Court 
Judge Monroe Friedman, seven- 
ty-two years old, dour and 
humorkss. Of course, no one 
admils prejudice. but Judge 
Friedman bétrayed his in count- 
less ways throughoui the trial 

Clearly, from the beginning he 
thoughl I was guiJty, and his 
sympathiea lay with the prosecu- 
tion. For one thing. he conde- 
sce n ded to Blac k w itnesses. spea k - 
tng to them as jf they were not 
capable of under standing the 
issues. U wnsobvious that he w r as 
totallv unaware of the develop- 
ment of Black consciousness in 
the past decade. Fven his tone of 


constantly overruled my lawyer 
and sustamed almost every ob- 
jection of the proaecutor Some- 
times, when he did not like the 
way things were going, he looked 
over to the prosecutor's table as jf 
inviling an object ion, which he 
would then sustain. 

On interpretation, he was 
extremely rigid, Whenever a 
legal point ceuid not be solved by 
legal mechanics, he wnuld pass it 
off as unimportjint, thereby leav- 
ing it for some higher court to 
deal with or for some politjcaJ 
statement to be made through the 
legislature. Nothing was con- 
sidered that was nol in the book. 
He acknowledgcd that some laws 
wore good and refuctajUiy fok 
lüw't'd t hose he disliked. Ne ver for 
one moment did I consider him a 
fair arbitrator 

The most crucin! aspect of the 
trial was the jury selection. and 
on that first trial day sevoral 
hundred^jrospective jurors came 
to the cOurthouse Charles Garrv 
wantêd a certain kind of jjuror» 
and he faced lerrifk odda in 
finding him, For one thing, 
every one in the Ook land aren had 
read or seen prejudiciol accounts 


of the shooting, It was difficulL to 
fïnd anyone without an o pin ion 
about the case. 

Then, too, we wanted some 
Black people, This was a vital 
issue and T as we leamed through 
our invéstigatiüns, a formidable 
hurdle to overcome. 

Our inquiries reveajed that the 
as sis tam district attomey and 
prosecutor in my trial, Lowell 
Jensen. had developed a system 
whereby Blacks would ostcnsibly 
be on jury panels caUed for duty 
but wrould always be eliminated 
before tbey were seated in an 
actua] trial, Under Jensen s di¬ 
rect ion whenever u Black was 
removed from a prospective jury 
forcauae, or fhrough peremptorv 
chalienges, he was then returned 
to the jury panel and cdled in 
another trial That way, it always 
appeared Ehc Blacks were an 
acttve part of the system, even 
though it was unljkdy a Black 
would ever serve on an actual 
jury, 

TRIAI 

Wh en my trial began. the 
routine changed; olher district 
Jittomeys in the area did not 
remove Blacks from their jun j 
panels. Therefore. white my trial 
w as in sessinn t he re w ere jurie^ 
in other rourts with sis many as 
six Blacks on them 
The Party instructed Garry to 
use all his peremptory challenges 
on prospect!va jurors, ïn a capita! 
case in the state of Califomia 
each side is allo wed twemy. that 
is, both defense and prosecmion 
can reject twenty jurors without 
giving a reason, 

We gave Cïarry these mstruc- 
tions to dcmonslrate to the peopte 
thal som et hing is wrong with a 
trial System that defïes the right 
of a de fondant lo be tned by a 
true cross-secUon of hia oom- 
munily We u.^ed al! our (H’remp- 
tory choltenges to enrphasixe this 
point.

M \( HfNGUftA: The Zimbabwe People's 
Arrny is a product of the voluntary menger of 
the military wing of the fomner ZANU 
tZimbahwe African National Union) and the 
military wing of the farmer ZA PU (Zimbabwe 
African People's Unionf. h was formed for the 
purposH of r^scuing the Zimbabwe tiberntion 
Aruggle from the chfintic situatiën that had 
been created by the ANC I African National 
C-ounciU leadership. h lh an armed body of 
men. which was formed for the purpose of 
rcsummglhe armed struggie, intensifymg lhis 
armed struggie. and carrying it to its logica! 
cfjncluhion and Hnally estabUshing a just and 
popular Socio-pobtócaV order semng the 
interest ü: of the peop/e of Zimbabwe. 

Aflet the Lusaka Agrcement in December, 
19the foor nationalist organuïtilions hghï- 
Mg for the Liberation nf Zimbabwe (ZANU 
ZAPU. ANC, FRüLIZh came together under 
r ne umbrella, the ANC Bul in the cotirse of 
time the Jeadership which was formed at that 
Ume through the Lusaka Agreement failed to 
organist itseif Ln negotiatipg with the Smilh 
regime and failed to set in molion machinery 
Chat wouid prosecute and realïze the liberation 
of Zimbabwe through armed struggie 

After the fighters had realiaed the mcom- 
petence of the ANC leadership, tbey look R 
aptiTi themaeives to organka themsdves, ui 
reconstitöte Lbemaehfes into an army that 
«OHM fiight for ihe mdependence of the 
Zimbabwe peopl* The combatttnts from both 
former ZANU and farmer ZAPU agreed io 

lorm a gntil military c*tmmand that would lead 
the armed ,\fo r lhis a&evmeni ^ 

«pproached the Liberation Commitloe of the 


Örganization of Africnn Unity fOAU) and the 
frontline (Zambia. Botsw-ana, Tanzania, An¬ 
gola, and Mozambique) heads of f>tate, who 
appredated and actively supported this joint 
military command. 

The joint military command was formed on 
tbe undèrstanding that the liboration of 
Zimbabwe eould only be reaüzed through an 
arduous armed strugg3i j , secondiy^ on the 
undt-rMtiinding that the traditional politieel 
fcadership of Zimbabwe had divided the 
people nf Zimbabwe And il becaim* qtijte clear 
to us that ïf we were ever going to be able to 
prosecute a succesfifu] armed stmggle we 
could not be a party to either of the two rival 
ANC factïons, the Muzorewa faction t>r the 
Nknmo faction, We realized that the time for 
personality politics had long passed, ft was lhis 
approach to politics whieh had divided the 
Zimb ab we peop] e. 

Queslion; Is ZIPA only an army. or does it 
have a politica! structure and leadership? 

MAt'HINGURA: ZfPA is an army in the 
traditional ^ense nf the word. But ZIPA is a 
iutique aud revolutïonary army in the sense 
that it has a strategie rolt? of transforming jtself 
inloa politica 1 movement. The ZIPA strudure 
accommodates the shouldering of beth tbc 
military and the pnlitical lasks of the 
re volui ion. We have, within the ZIPA 
stnicture, ü politica] deparimeriit exclusiyely 
charged with the responsibility of shouldering 
the pnlitical tnsks that are normalJy shouldered 
Ijv a rnvofutionarv politica] orguni^tion. 

«HOl.1 ItOSARl STHIMTGLES 

In the hjstory of revolutionary slrtiggles we 
find examplfs that closely approxiinöte our 
own sïtuatfon. F’or exampEe, in the course of 
their struggles, at one time or another, 
dependingop thi^stage of their revolution, the 
political loaaershlp was identicai Lothe military 
leadership nT the organixations fighting for 
freedom in China, in Cuba, in Korea, in 
Vietnam and j n muny other couptries.
